sage of the Revenue bill, the Militia bill, 
he Appropriation bills, &o., &c.

the principle involved in those petitions is 
very in-portant, as, if it be established that 
Government is liable for damages done by 


I the public enemy, there will be claims pre- 
' fcrrcd for Hundreds of Millions lost aud 
destroyed in Pennsylvania, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, aud other States. It is 
probable that a bill involving so important 
a principle will be thoroughly debated, aud 
fcr th^ r^j.son J fear it will be impractica- 
ble to reafh auy result at this session, of 
which but three weeks remain. 


I have thought much about tbis matter, 


and believe the best method of procedure 
to be this :—Let the State Legislature ap- 
point a Commissioner to investigate the 
claims, hear testimony, aud make award of 
damages.

shall bo constructed and provided by the 
quarceiuwstet'i depaitnmnt, according to 
plans aud patterns furnished by tho Sur- 
geon General and approved by the Secre- 
tary of War; provided, that in case of 
emergency, hospitals, ambulunees, aud wag- 
ons for hospital service may be constructed 
or procured by the Surgeon General, with 
the sanction of the Secretary of War. 


The second section makes it the duty of 


the quartermaster's department to provide 
the necessary horses, mules, harness, and 
forage to render thu hospital train efficient 
for field oerviee, and to deliver ths same to 
the officers of tho medical department, by 
whom the traiu will be organized, and shall 
uot be diverted from the hospital service 
or subject to the order of auy other depart- 
ment. 


The third section, in order to provide 


more effectually for the care of the sick 
und wounded of the Army, directs that a 
hospital corps shall be established and per-
